On March 2, 2006, Brandenburg Telephone Company, Inc. ("Brandenburg") and 

NPCR, Inc. ("NPCR) submitted to the Commission their joint request for expedited 

approval of an agreement for facilities-based network interconnection for transport and 

termination of telecommunications traffic.
